No Room for Politics 
in Assessor's Office 


The most important issue in next Tuesday's elec- 


tion is a local one — whether or not we are going to 
have an impartial and informed administrator in the 
office of Hempstead County. Tax Assessor. 


How the people vote on that question may 


determine the future course of the public schools 
and local government. If local citizens shirk their 
responsibility, and an overloaded state government 
's unable to meet increasing demands, then the last 
resort will be the federal treasury — and our local 
institutions will have slipped out of the hands of our 
home people. 


The incumbent Tax Assessor, Carter Sutton, is 


asking for a second term, and this newspaper is 
against him. 


Mr. Sutton will plead for "the traditional second 


term," but that's merely a politican's phrase. Every 
official is subject to a review of what he's done in 
public office, at every election — second term or 
not — and no second-term malarkey is going to pre- 
vent this newspaper from publishing Mr. Button's 
record. 


In case it has slipped your memory Mr. Sutton 


: originally ran for the office of Tax Assessor in 1958. 
" We learned what he was telling the voters around 
, the county, and on August 4, 1958, we took this 


• editorial shot at him: 


"This is a word of warning to the people of 


Hempstead County. 


"The 
property reassessment program ap- 


parently is being made an issue in the local 
election campaign — which is an unfair and 
reckless action. 


"It is unfair, because the property reas- 


sessment program is mandatory, under state 
law. 


"It is reckless, because if the local voters 


are taken in by this sort of campaigning your 
local governments — county, city, and school 


• districts — are going to wake up a few months 


from now and find their state-aid funds slashed 
by a total of $50,000." 


A second editorial appeared the next day, August 


5 — and Mr. Sutton was defeated in the election 
of August 12, 1958. 


He ran for Tax Assessor again in 1960. No in- 


dependent newspaper is in the business of hand- 
picking political candidates. We gave Mr. Sutton 
the benefit of the doubt, and let him alone. It was 
q,;-rnistake. He js a man unchanged f/pm his political .,,. 
character back in 1958. Here is the proof:

: With the public schools in trouble and seeking 


the co-operation of the Tax Assessor Mr. Sutton, 
father than offering sympathy and cooperation, 
rejected their reassessment program in a frankly 
political letter published in The Star February 8, 
1962. After quoting the school revenue Mr. Sutton 
told Hope Public School District 1A: 


"This, it seems to me, is quite a sum 


raised in taxes for the schools, and, while it is 
not my duty to try to determine whether the 
school money is being judiciously handled, it 
seems to me that the amount of money that is 
being paid in would be sufficient to maintain 
the schools, and, evidently, the people thought 
so when they voted down the proposal to in- 
crease the millage for school purposes." 


How's that for political impudence! 
It was The Star and the people — not Carter 


Sutton — who closed the door on a 5-mill tax hike 
proposal last December; and the door was closed 
with the specific understanding that the other door 
— a reassessment program — would be left open. 


Now Mr. Sutton proposes to slam the other door 


shut, also. 


Who but Carter Sutton is asking for higher taxes?

JURISDICTION AND DUTY OF MUNICIPAL 


Municipal Courts have county-wide jurisdiction to: 


1. Try defendants charged with misdemeanors, the penalty for which, if 


found guilty, is a fine or jail sentence, or both; 


2. Conduct preliminary hearings where a defendant is charged with a 


felony, but in such cases only have authority to bind the defendant over 
to the action of the Circuit Court. Since the adoption of Constitutional 
Amendment No. 21, in 1937, authorizing the Prosecuting Attorney 
to file felony charges direct with the Circuit Court, Municipal Courts 
seldom handle a preliminary hearing; 


3. Try civil cases in the following matters: 


a. Exclusive of the Circuit Court in all matters of contract where 
the amount in controversy does not exceed the sum of $100.00, 
excluding interest; 
b. Concurrent jurisdiction in matters of contract where the amount 
in controversy does not exceed the sum of $300.00, exclusive of 
interest; 
c. Concurrent jurisdiction in suits for the recovery of personal 
property where the value of the property do£s not exceed the sum of 
$300.00; 
d. Damage to personal property where the amount in controversy 
does-not exceed the sum of $100.00. 


Law Enforcement 


Notwithstanding the fact that the law enforcement officeis have 


been doing a good job in performing their duties, statistics show that this 
procedure alone has not stopped crime. The latest report of the F.B.I, shows 
that "four major crimes a minute were committed in the United States last 
year, — an all time high. 


"The 
annual uniform crime report showed the crime rate growth 


continued to outstrip population growth by nearly 5 to 1." This leads to the 
question, HOW CAN THE SYSTEM OF LAW ENFORCEMENT BE IM- 
PROVED? 


Law enforcement is, and has always been, necessary to our well 


being and form of government. When the term'"law enforcement" is used, 
we usually think only of the duty of fixing and enforcing the penalty provided 
by law for the offense charged. While this is essential, it does not constitute 
the entire duty of those charged with enforcing the law. 
It is essential that 


all the facts surrounding the commission of the alleged crime, as well as the 
environment and surroundings of the accused be ascertained, to enable the 
court to reach a just conclusion. 
!••• 


The idea is prevalent that law enforcement is solely the duty and 


responsibility of those elected or appointed to make arrests and see that 
offenders are carried before the proper court and tried, according to law. 
Of course, this is a prerequisite, but every citizen, also, has a duty and re- 
sponsibility to aid in law enforcement. 


Juvenile Delinquency 


Juvenile delinquency is one of the biggest problems that confronts 


our people today. I am glad to say, however, that the conduct of the youth 
of our city and county, compared to the majority of other cities and counties, 
in the United States, is far above the average. This, of course, is due to the 
untiring efforts of the mothers and the home life, the efficient services 
rendered by the public schools, churches, civic clubs and those directing youth 
activities as well as the constant and faithful services of the law enforcement 
officers. 


The duty and responsibility of the Municipal Court to hear and 


determine the guilt or innocence of one charged with a crime, even though 
it be a misdemeanor, and to assess a penalty, if the defendant is found guilty, 
is a grave responsibility and should be carefully considered. Although mis- 
demeanors are considered minor crimes, in many instances a life of crime 
begins with the commission of a misdemeanor. Hence, the importance of 
handling such cases, with this thought in mind and with, a view of doing 
everything possible not only to assess the required penalty, but 
also, to 


endeavor to handle the matter in such a way as to help the of fender change 
his way of life. There should be wholehearted cooperation by the court 
with the Chief of Police, Sheriff, all law enforcement officers and agencies 
and such course, if followed, could at least, in some instances, be instrumental 
in enabling the offender to rehabilitate himself and especially in cases of 
juvenile delinquents. At least, the court owes it to society and to the de- 
fendant to do every thing possible to reduce crime. 


Illicit Liquor 


Violations of the liquor law should be enforced as same as any other 


law. 
Our people have voted against -'legal" liquor and the law prohibits 


anyone from possessing more than one (1) gallon of taxed liquor and three 
(3) gallons of taxed beer, or any amount of untaxed intoxicating beverages; 
ran9sPo°t,ng more than one (1) gallon of taxed liquor or more than three (3) 
gallons of taxed beer; possessing any quantity of alcoholic beverages for the 
purpose of sde; selling intoxicating" liquor or beer and for one to appear 
in a public place in an intoxicated condition.
